For several reasons we are not issuing a color catalog of hardy 
bulbs this year. The first and principal reason being that everything 
we need in the way of packaging materials, tools, fertilizers, office 
supplies, and printed matter, has advanced in price at an alarming 
rate. Even parcel post rates have gone up from 25% to 100% in 
the past two years, depending on how far we are sending bulbs. 


On the other hand, the bulbs we grow HAVE NOT BEEN 
RAISED IN PRICE, and except for some of the newer varieties 
in which stocks are limited, we are selling our product for prices 
that existed before the last war, and in many cases at lower prices. 
Now, all this may not make sense to you, so a brief explanation is 
in order. 


American growers must compete with growers abroad. Because 
of the lower standard of living, cheap labor, and devaluation of 
foreign currency, imported bulbs can be shipped in cheaper than 
we can produce them here. The duty on imports is not sufficient 
to make any appreciable difference from the American growers’ 


point of view, and no help seems to be forthcoming from the 
Government agencies that should in some degree try to protect 
American industry. We have no subsidies or other help to make up 
for this difference in American and foreign production costs. Being 
entirely on our own, you can easily see what we have to contend 
with. This is not intended as a sob story, but merely stating facts 
as they exist. 


The American bulb industry is a comparatively new enterprise 
in the Northwest. Twenty-five years ago, when we started out, it 
was just in its infancy. We have seen it develop to the extent that 
American grown bulbs have been recognized as the healthiest and 
best grown anywhere in the world. Dutch growers appreciate this 
fact and have moved here to continue the work that in some cases 
has been a family enterprise for four or five generations in Hol- 
land. We welcome these people; they become good American citi- 
zens, and our problems are now their problems. We are all in the 
same boat. 


PLEASE NOTE ... If you received our color catalog last year 
(1950, with a picture of hyacinths on the cover), continue to use 
it for 1951. New customers may have a copy upon request, or if 
you have mislaid your copy, we will be pleased to mail you another 
as soon as requested. In cases where we have sent out catalogs over 
the past two years and no order was received, that name has been 
removed from our files. We must keep our files active if we expect 
to continue growing choice bulbs for your gardens. 


Ours is a family enterprise; except for a little outside help during 
the planting, harvesting, and packing, we do all the work ourselves. 
The prices are as reasonable as we can make them, considering the 
quality of our bulbs, and we have hundreds of letters from satisfied 
customers who agree that quality stock is the best investment over 
a period of years. 


Being comparatively small growers, we are in a position to give 
more individual attention to our garden. Everything is grown or- 
ganically, with no strong toxic fertilizers used. Naturally, the plants 
grow lush, with a healthy green foliage and unrestricted root run, 
due to heavy mulches. This assures you of bulbs full of energy that 
will make a good account of themselves. Given reasonable care, 
they should be a source of joy for years to come in your gardens. 


We take this opportunity to thank you for past favors, and we 
realize it is only through you that we can continue the work we 
love. Every effort is made for your complete satisfaction of our 
product. Plant the varieties best suited to your climate. You will 
be growing “food for the soul” and “a joy forever”.

This year we are adding more lilies to our list, most of 
them being the NEW JAN DE GRAAFF HYBRIDS that 
are becoming very popular. Much favorable publicity has 
been given them in national publications and the demand 
far exceeds the supply. Better order early, as we have no 
way of knowing how long our stocks will last and we 
don’t want you to be disappointed. 


ALL OF THE LILIES LISTED (except Candidum and 
Testaceum) WILL BE SHIPPED IN OCTOBER AS 
EARLY AS BULBS ARE AVAILABLE. Candidum and 
Testaceum can be shipped IN AUGUST ONLY. 


Having a continuous root system, most lilies resent 
being disturbed, and some may even fail to bloom after 
transplanting. Give them proper care and you can enjoy 
them for years. We send out healthy stock, all of which 
have blossomed the previous year. The heavy root system 
on some varieties is essential to their becoming quickly 
established, do not destroy them or let them dry out. We 
ship at the proper planting time, so plant them as soon 
as bulbs are received. 


The ideal soil for lilies should be porous enough to per- 
mit good drainage, yet containing sufficient organic mat- 
ter to retain moisture during dry seasons. Soil should be 


deep and well tilled. Most bulbs are planted deeply and 
permanent roots feed far below. Most hardy varieties (ex- 
cept Candidum) form annual root systems on the stalk, 
from top of bulb to surface of soil, which gather in food 
from top soil. For this reason lilies should never be culti- 
vated deeply close to the stem. 


For you flower lovers in the Northern and Northeastern 
States, it will be a race to get your lilies before your 
winter starts. You know your conditions better than we 
do, so order accordingly. We want to sell you our bulbs, 
but Lilies in the North MUST be in the ground before 
Nov. 1st at the latest. Because some Lilies mature rather 
late, we cannot ship them until October. It may be a 
race to beat the frost. Depend on us to do our utmost 
to get your bulbs to you on time, but don’t request de- 
livery before Oct. 10th. They will not be ready before 
then unless otherwise stated. 


To you folks in Southern California the opposite is 
true. If some means could be found to give the bulbs a 
rest for two or three months during the winter, you, too, 
could have beautiful lilies in your garden. The winter 
rest period is vital to their well-being. In higher eleva- 
tions they are o.k. Learn their requirements, consider 
your climate; we send good bulbs, the rest is up to you.
